WIRE TAPPHG 
RULED OUT BY 
HIGH TRIBUNAL 


EVIDENCE OBTAINED 
CANNOT BE USED 
IN U. S. COURT 


Washington, Dec. 11 (/P)—The 
supreme court ruled 
today that 
evidence obtained by 'Wire-tapping 
cannot be used in federal proaecu- 
(ions but did not discuss the ethi­ 
cal grounds that formed the basis 
of famous 
dissents 
by 
Justices 
Holmes and Brandeis 
when 
the 
practice was upheld in the prohi­ 
bition era. 


It dealt solely with 
interpreta­ 
tion of a law passed since those 
days— the 
federal 
communica­ 
tions act of 1934— which says: 


"No person not being authoriz­ 
ed by the sender shall intercept 
nr.y communication and divulge or 
publish 
tho 
existence, contents, 
substance, purport, effect or mean­ 
ing of such intercepted communi­ 
cation to any person.” 


No State Limitations 
Since the law was designed to 
rcgulato 
interstate 
communica­ 
tions, the government 
contended 
'hat the wire-tapping ban, known 
as “Section 605,” applied only to 
i>uch messages and not 
to 
tele­ 
phone calls taking place entirely 
within one state. 


But tlio decision, 
by 
Justice 
Roberts, held "that the broad and 
inclusive language of the x x x 
section 
is 
not to be limited by 
construction so as to exclude in- 
rrastatc communications from the 
protection 
against 
interception 
and divulgence.” 


The decisiou added that since 
"congress hag power, when neces­ 
sary for the protection of inter­ 
state commerce, to regulate intra- 
state transactions, there is no con­ 
stitutional requirement 
that the 
scope of the statute be limited so 
as (o 
exclude 
Intrastate com­ 
munication*.“ 
*« % % 
Conviction Reversed 
The decision was rendered in a 
case involving three New Yorkers 
— Joseph J. Weiss, a lawyer; Mar­ 
tin Gross, an investigator; and Dr. 
Maximilian Goldstein, physiciau— 
who were convicted with others of 
using the mails to defraud insur­ 
ance 
companies. 
For 
several 
months postal Inspectors had their 
telephone wires tapped, recording 
the conversations. 


The supreme court held Inter­ 
state wire-tapping illegal in 1937 
in a case involving 
three 
other 
New 
Yorkers —» Frauk 
Carmine 
Nardone, Nathan W. Hoffman and 
Robert Gottfried— who were con­ 
victed of smuggling alcohol. 


This case came up again today 
as a result of their second 
trial 
and conviction, at which the gov­ 
ernment refrained from using the 
text of the intercepted telephone 
conversations but introduced evi­ 
dence obtained as a result of the 
wire-tapping.

Do 
Mass, cb air man of the liquor con­ 
trol commission, has not fulfilled 
a promise to reduce the number of 
licensees in Michigan. 


Twenty Names Mentioned 
Dickinson said he felt there was 
no need to hurry the selection of 
a successor to Gormeiy. The com­ 
mission already has two new Re­ 
publican appointees and the law 
requires that, it bo bi-partisan. 


Emerson R. Boyles, Dickinson’s 
legal adviser, said more than 20 
persons have been mentioned as 
candidate» but that so far as lie 
knew nobody had an inside track. 
A new name wras projected 
into 
the lists of Rep. John P. Espie, 
Republican, Eagle, who is spon­ 
soring George Schoenhals, of St. 
Johns. 
Schoenhals was chairman 
of the liquor committeo 
of 
the 
house of representatives, which in 
1933 helped to draft the legisla­ 
tion that legalized the sale of li­ 
quor in Michigan after repeal. 


Schoenhals, an ice and lumber 
dealer, describes himself as "not 
radically wet, and not radically 
dry.”

SPARK WRECKS

Two Men Are Injured In 
Gas-Filled Basement

Mt. Pleasant, Mich., Dec. 11 (/P) 
—A spark from an electric switch 
was blamed today by police for an 
explosion which wrecked 
a 
six 
room frame dwelling and Injured 
two men yesterday. 


After investigating the blast, 
officers said that Don Quinn, 25- 
year-old WPA 
recreation super­ 
visor, told them the last thing he 
remembered before the explosion 
was “reaching up to turn off a 
basement light. 


Quinn, who had moved into the 
house only a few 
hours 
before, 
suffered chest injuries and a frac­ 
tured ankle when burled by debris 
after the explosion. 
He had sent 
his wife and 
daughter 
outside 
after discovering gas in the base­ 
ment. Quinn said he turned off a 
hjrosene heater after ordering his 
family to leave. 


Also recovering from 
injuries 
was Wells Sheldon, 50, a gas com­ 
pany repairman. He was hurled 
30 feet by the force of 
the 
ex­ 
plosion as he entered 
the 
rear 
door 
in 
response to a call from 
Quinn. 


Officers said that a plug, placed 
in the gas outlet after removal of 
the meter when the previous ten­ 
ants vacated, had either worked 
loose or broken, permitting gas to 
to (ill the basement.

tionary force “feels that the war 
has begun at last.” 


In the air, as well as on land,

scouting. Two planes were sighted 
off the east coast of England to­ 
day. Royal air force fighters chas­ 
ed one. 
The

made its reconnaissance and slip­ 
ped safely away in the clouds. 


Midnight To 4 A. M. 
Tippling Proposed 
For New Year’s Eve 


Lansing, Dec. 11 (/p)_T he li­ 
quor control commission said to­ 
day it was firm in its resolution to 
forbid New* Year’s 
Eve sale of 
hard liquor, but that it might per­ 
mit a couple of extra hours of 
public drinking in the early hours 
of 1940. 


New Year’s.Eve falls on Sunday 
this year, and 
the 
law 
forbids 
hard liquor sales on the Sabbath 
day. “ We would have no authori­ 
ty to permit anyone to violate the 
law by selling liquor in bottles or 
by the glass on New Year’s Eve,” 
De Mass said. "However, we may 
consider permitting the sale of li­ 
quor from midnight Sunday to 4 
a. m. Monday. I think wo would 
have that authority.” The commis­ 
sion rules normally call for a sus­ 
pension of liquor sales a t 2 a. m.

Charles Mee­ 
han, of the homicide Bquad, said 
he was satisfied with the identifi­ 
cation w'hich was 
made at

morgue 
where 
Flunce viewed the body. 


Flunce said he had reported his 
wife’s disappearance to police on 
Oct. 31 but withdrew the com­ 
plaint the next week when he de­ 
cided she probably had left be­ 
cause of domestic trouble. 


James Cox, 57, a 
WPA 
fore­ 
man, found the body this morn­ 
ing and called police. 


Police Inspector John O. Whit­ 
man had said today that he was 
positive the woman did not kill 
herself and that she 
had 
been 
dead when her body was dropped 
through the manhole. He said it 
would have been impossible for a 
person 
to 
enter 
the 
manhole 
alone and pull the 
heavy cover 
over the top unaided. 


Police tonight were Investigat­ 
ing the case further in an effort 
to determine the cause of death.

60 miles from the border in some 
places but, a Finnish communique I 
said, at a cost of many casualties. I 


Tho Finns reported three com­ 
panies of Russians wiped out in 
one surprise machlnegun attack, 
and counterattacks by fast-flying 
Finnish ski detachments. 


Town Burned 


Tho Russian advances, repre­ 
senting aggregate gains in 12 days 
of fighting 
with 
sharpshooting 
Finnish ski units along the snowy 
eastern frontier, were mainly in 
two sectors— just north of Lake 
Ladoga and several hundred miles 
farther north near 
Kuolojarvia, 
which the Russians took yester­ 
day. 


Their drive 
near 
Kuolojarvia 
carried today to Salla, just above 
the Arctic circle and 
40 
miles 
from the border. Finnish troops 
withdrew 
from 
Salla and 
the 
Russians promptly 
burned 
the 
town. 


Tho Red armed force pushing 
westward in this sector evidently 
intends to rend Finland 
by 
ad­ 
vancing to the 
Swedish 
border. 
Following one of the 
few 
roads 
traversing this area, the Russians 
at Salla were approximately one 
fifth of the way to the Swedish 
frontier. 


Withdraw Into Forest. 


Finnish troops were withdraw­ 
ing slowly into the forests, where 
they can provide* much rougher 
going for the J ^ s la n s 
than 
on 
the snowy but" open terrain east 
of Salla. 


Along the icy northern shore of 
Lake Ladoga, where a strong Rus­ 
sian force has undertaken a wide 
flanking maneuver 
around 
the 
fortified Karelian Isthmus, a Fin­ 
nish communique told of Finnish 
troops withdrawing from Pltkar- 
anta, railroad terminal about 60 
miles from 
tho 
frontier, 
after 
fierce fighting. 


The Russian air force actively 
aupported the land offensive but 
no details of its operations were 
mentioned. 


The town of Loimola, on a spur 
railroad north of Pitkaranta, was 
heavily bombarded, evidently in 
preparation for attack as the Rus­ 
sians advanced along 
the 
lake- 
shore. 


Several Russian attacks W'ere re­ 
pulsed with heavy losses at the 
tourist resort of Tolvajarvi, about 
50 miles north of Ladoga. 


Holding Their Own 


Still farther north in the rocky, 
lake-studded 
Ilomantsi 
sector, 
near the industrial town of Enso, 
the Finnish command announced 
it had wiped out three companies 
of Russian infantry with surprise 
machine gun attacks.

He received the 
appointment as deputy secretary 
of state in January, 1939. 


He won the Italian war cross 
for distinguished service as first 
lieutenant in the U. S. ambulance 
corps during the World war. Ho 
is a first lieutenant in the intelli­ 
gence reserve corps. 


In 1929 he was a member of a 
state commission that toured Eur­ 
opean airports in a survey intend­ 
ed to guide

development of 
Michigan’s airways. 


He Is 43 years old and unmar­ 
ried.

bitter hidden conflict which has 
racked tho national 
labor 
rela­ 
tions board for months was thrust 
into tho open today at the opening 
hearing before tho special house 
committee created to investigate 
that agency. 


The committeo put William M. 
Leiserson, tho newest board mem­ 
ber, on the stand and produced a 
long series of “confidential” mem­ 
oranda, In which ho sharply criti­ 
cized board methods and levelled 
stern charges at Nathan W itt, the 
board’s secretary. 


Ability Questioned 
W itt ho accused o£ mismanage­ 
ment and lack of understanding 
of tho administrative problems in­ 
volved in his office. Moreover, ho 
asserted that the secretary’s man­ 
ner of presenting cases 
to 
the 
board made it Impossible to "have 
confidence in Mr. W itt’s ability to 
perform his duties impartially as 
between various parties wiio ap­ 
peared in cases before the board.” 
It was revealed that Leiserson had 
made two unsuccessful attempts 
to have W itt relieved of his duties. 


In addition to tho Leiserson- 
W itt row, it developed that Edwin 
S. Smith, objecting to Leiserson’s 
refusal to participate in a number 
of cases which ho considered to 
have been mishandled before his 
appointment to tho board,

Kidnap Notes Seen As Clues To Killing 


Of Six Persons In Chippewa Falls, Wis. 


Chippewa Falls, Wis,, Dec, 11. 
(IP)— Investigators 
threshed 
the 
mounting evidence of a kidnap 
plot today in hopes of gleaning 
clues to a slaying of nearby Eau 
Claire which they believed was 
linked to the violent deaths here 
of five persons. 


This 
line of inquiry stemmed 
from the finding 
of 
additional 
ransom notes and equipment in 
the car of Donald T, Cameron, 35- 
year-old salesman who, Chief Ed­ 
ward Holtz said, had taken 
his 
own life after shooting to death 
his wife, their 
2-year-old 
son 
David, and his wife’s parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. A. W. Wilk, 
of Minne­ 
apolis. 


Their bodies were found Satur­ 
day at about the time Marshall T. 
Brenden, 39, Eau Claire 
|ervice 
station operator, was foun^ shot 
to death in a cemetery 
ati that 
city. 
Detective Burger Thorn peon 
of Eau Claire said he was convinc­ 
ed that at least two and possibly 
three man bad participated in the 


Brenden slaying. 


In Cameron’s pockets was found 
a ransom note, addressed 
to 
a 
“ Mr. Linton,” which Chief Holtz 
aaid undoubtedly was intended for 
Arthur Linton, head of an 
Eau 
Claire Investment company, 
who 
baa an li-year-old grandson, Don­ 
ald, The note asked $40,000, and 
clipped newspaper letters spelled: 
'‘Marked money mean death your 
boy.” 


Detectives disclosed today they 
bad found three 
other 
ransom 
notes, sim ilar to the first, in Cam­ 
eron's car, together with tape, a 
knife, a rubber ball apparently to 
be used as a gag, gauze, wire cut 
to convenient lengths for binding, 
and woolen mittens. 


Earl Kedard, 
28-year-old ser­ 
vice station attendant quoted by 
Chief Holts as saying he was shot 
by Cameron in a $20 holdup early 
Saturday, was in serious coudition 
from shotgun wounds. Two other 
persons* alfeo were wounded in the

Geneva,

11 (¡P) — T h e 
League of Nations tonight gave 
Soviet Russia a “last chance” 
offer of 24 hours to halt her war 
on Finland and submit the dispute 
to league mediation. 


What action the league might 
take if Russia refused to mediate 
still was uncertain, 
but it ap­ 
peared 
rejection 
of 
the 
offer 
would mean allied arms and mu­ 
nitions and Latin-Amerlcan food 
and oil for the embattled Finns. 


Immediate Reply Asked 


Following the call of the Fin­ 
nish delegate, Rudolf Holsti, for 
“all practical support possible,” a 
league committee on the Russian- 
Finnish question sent the Russian 
government a telegram of 
four 
points, informing it: 


1—That the council had sent 
Finland’s appeal for league action 
in the dispute to the assembly. 


2—That the assembly invites 
both Finland and Russia to sus­ 
pend hostilities and begin peace 
negotiations under league media* 
tion. 


3—That Finland immediately 
accepted mediation by the league. 


4—That Moscow’s reply was ex­ 
pected within 24 hours. 


England Is Leader 


At Great Britain's suggestion, 
the committee decided it must 
have “ no illusions” on the Rus­ 
sian reply, despite Soviet reports 
in Geneva that there was a 50-50 
chance Moscow would accept. 


The committee, therefore, Is to 
meet again tomorrow to continue 
drafting its report to the assembly 
based on the Finns* demands for 
all the material help league mem­ 
bers can give. 
Jose Caero Da 
Matta, 
Portuguese delegate, Is 
chairman of the committee. . 


During the day’s negotiations it 
became apparent that Great Bri­ 
tain was assuming leadership in 
the league. 


British sources went so far as 
to say that If Moscow refused to 
cease hostilities and accept league 
mediation, the British-French al­ 
lies would support the Argentine 
move to oust Russia from the 
league and give Finland the aid 
she asked. 


Delegate Applauded 


Holsti, the white-haired Finnish, 
delegate, drew heavy applause 
from nearly all the delegates from 
40 nations when he made bis dra­ 
matic plea for aid to Finland. 


“We cannot protect the Finnish 
people against aggression, bullets, 
hand granades and gas with Inter­ 
national resolutions,” he declared. 


(Moscow has denied Finnish 
charges that the Russians bav« 
used gas in the invasion of Fin­ 
land.) 


He recited at length quotations 
from 
Maxim 
Lltvinoff, 
former 
Russian foreign commissar who 
before the league two years ago 
condemned aggression In attem pt­ 
ing to get league aid for Spanish 
republicans.

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WIRE TAPPING 
RULED OUT BY 
HIGH TRIBUNAL 


EVIDENCE OBTAINED 
CANNOT BE USED 
IN U. S. COURT 


Washington, Dec. l l (ZP)— The 
supreme court ruled 
today 
that 
evidence obtained by wire-tapping 
cannot be used in federal prosecu­ 
tions but did not discuss the ethi­ 
cal grounds that formed the basis 
of famous 
dissents 
by 
Justices 
Holmes and Brandeis 
when 
the 
practice was upheld in the prohi­ 
bition era. 
It dealt solely with 
interpreta­ 
tion of a law passed since 
those 
days— the 
federal 
communica­ 
tions act of 1934— which says: 
“No person not being authoriz­ 
ed by the sender shall intercept 
any communication and divulge or 
publish 
the 
existence, contents, 
substance, purport, effect or mean­ 
ing of such Intercepted communi­ 
cation to any person.” 
No State Limitations 
Since the law was designed to 
regulate 
interstate 
communica­ 
tions, the government 
contended 
that the wire-tapping ban, known 
as “Section 605,” applied only to 
such messages and not 
to 
tele­ 
phone calls taking place entirely 
within one state. 
But the decision, 
by 
Justice 
Roberts, held “ that the broad and 
inclusive language of the x x x 
section 
is 
not to be limited by 
construction so as to exclude in­ 
trastate communications from the 
protection 
against 
interception 
and divulgence.” 
The decision added that since 
“congress has power, when neces­ 
sary for the protection 
of 
inter­ 
state commerce, to regulate intra­ 
state transactions, there is no con­ 
stitutional requirement 
that the 
scope of the statute be limited so 
as 
to vexclude 
intrastate 
com­ 
munications.” 
*• 
Conviction Reversed 
The decision was rendered #n a 
case involving three New Yorkers 
—Joseph J. Weiss, a lawyer; Mar­ 
tin Gross, an investigator; and Dr. 
Maximilian Goldstein, physician—• 
who were convicted with others of 
using the mails to defraud insur­ 
ance 
companias. 
For 
several 
months postal inspectors had their 
telephone wires tapped, recording 
the conversations. 
The supreme court held inter­ 
state wire-tapping illegal in 193 7 
in a case involving 
three 
other 
New 
Yorkers — Frauk 
Carmine 
Nardone, Nathan W. Hoffman and 
Robert Gottfried— who were con­ 
victed of smuggling alcohol. 
This case came up again today 
as a result of their second 
trial 
and conviction, at which the gov­ 
ernment refrained from using the 
text of the intercepted telephone 
conversations hut introduced evi­ 
dence obtained as a result of the 
wire-tapping.

Mass, chairman of the liquor con­ 
trol commission, has not fulfilled 
a promise to reduce the number of 
licensees in Michigan. 
Twenty Names Mentioned 
Dickinson said he felt there was 
no need to hurry the selection of 
a successor to Gormely. The com­ 
mission already has two new Re­ 
publican appointees and the law 
requires that, it be bi-partisan. 
Emerson R. Boyles, Dickinson’s 
legal adviser, said more than 20 
persons have been mentioned as 
candidates but that so far as he 
knew nobody had an inside track. 
A new name was projected 
into 
the lists of Rep. John P. Espie, 
Republican, Eagle, who is spon­ 
soring George Schoenhals, of St. 
Johns. 
Schoenhals was chairman 
of the liquor committee 
of 
the 
house of representatives, which in 
1933 helped to draft the legisla­ 
tion that legalized the sale of li­ 
quor in Michigan after repeal. 
Schoenhals, an ice and lumber 
dealer, describes himself as “not 
radically wet, and not radically 
dry.”

SOVIETS ORIVE 
INTO FINLAND; 
LOSSES HEAVY 


STUBBORN DEFENSE 
MADE IN ROUGH 
WOODLANDS 


IIY I.Y.NN HEINZERLING 
Helsinki, Dec. l l (ZP)— In heavy 
fighting today along 
the 
entire 
Finnish 
battlefront, 
Russian 
troops reached points from 40 to 
60 miles from the border in some 
places but, a Finnish communique 
said, at a cost of many casualties. 
The Finns reported three com­ 
panies of Russians wiped out in 
one surprise machinegun attack, 
and counterattacks by fast-flying 
Finnish ski detachments. 
Town Burned 
The Russian advances, repre­ 
senting aggregate gains in 12 days 
of fighting 
with 
sharpshooting 
Finnish ski units along the snowy 
eastern frontier, were mainly in 
two sectors— just north of Lake 
Ladoga and several hundred miles 
farther north 
near 
Kuolojarvia, 
which the Russians took yester­ 
day. 
Their drive 
near 
Kuolojarvia 
carried today to Salia, just above 
the Arctic circle and 
40 
miles 
from the border. Finnish troops 
withdrew 
from 
Salla 
and 
the 
Russians 
promptly 
burned 
the 
town. 
The Red armed force pushing 
westward in this sector evidently 
intends to rend Finland 
by 
ad­ 
vancing to the 
Swedish 
border. 
Following one of the 
few 
roads 
traversing this area, the Russians 
at Salla were approximately one 
fifth of the way to the Swedish 
frontier. 
Withdraw Into Forest 
Finnish troops were withdraw­ 
ing slowly into the forests, where 
they can provide 
much 
rougher 
going for the Russians 
than 
on 
the snowy but open terrain east 
of Salla. 
Along the icy northern shore of 
Lake Ladoga, where a strong Rus­ 
sian force has undertaken a wide 
flanking maneuver 
around 
the 
fortified Karelian Isthmus, a Fin­ 
nish communique told of Finnish 
troops withdrawing from Pltkar- 
anta, railroad terminal about 60 
miles from 
the 
frontier, 
after 
fierce fighting. 
The Russian air force actively 
supported the land offensive but 
no details of its operations were 
mentioned. 
The town of Loimola, on a spur 
railroad north of Pitkaranta, was 
heavily bombarded, evidently in 
preparation for attack as the Rus­ 
sians advanced along 
the 
lake- 
shore. 
Several Russian attacks were re­ 
pulsed with heavy losses at the 
tourist resort of Tolvajarvi, about 
50 miles north of Ladoga. 
Holding Their Own 
Still farther north in the rocky, 
lake-studded 
Uomantsi 
sector, 
near the industrial town of Enso, 
the Finnish command announced 
it had wiped out three companies 
of Russian infantry with surprise 
machine gun attacks.

ald. The note asked $40,000, and 
clipped newspaper letters spelled:

Ability Questioned 
Witt he accused of mismanage­ 
ment and lack of understanding 
of the administrative problems in­ 
volved in his office. Moreover, he 
asserted that the secretary’s man­ 
ner of presenting cases 
to 
the 
board made it impossible to “have 
confidence in Mr. Witt’s ability to 
perform his duties impartially as 
between various parties who ap­ 
peared in cases before the board.” 
It was revealed that Leiserson had 
made two unsuccessful attempts 
to have Witt relieved of his duties. 
In addition to the Leiserson- 
Witt row, it developed that Edwin 
S. Smith, objecting to Leiserson’s 
refusal to participate in a number 
of cases which he considered to 
have been mishandled before his 
appointment to the 
board, 
sug­ 
gested court action to compel him 
to perform tho “ duties” of his 
office. 
From a mass of correspondence 
presented in evidence by Edmund

would mean allied arms and mu­ 
nitions and Latin-American food 
and oil for the embattled Finns. 
Immediate Reply Asked 
Following the call of the Fin­ 
nish delegate, Rudolf Holsti, for

league committee on the Russian- 
Finnish question sent the Russian 
government a telegram 
of four 
points, Informing it: 
1—That the council had sent 
Finland’s appeal for league action 
in the dispute to the assembly. 
2—That the assembly invites 
both Finland and Russia to sus­ 
pend hostilities and begin peace 
negotiations under league media* 
tion. 
3—That Finland Immediately, 
accepted mediation by the league. 
4— That Moscow’s reply was ex­ 
pected within 24 hours. 
England Is Leader 
At Great Britain’s suggestion, 
the committee decided it must 
have “no illusions” on the Rus­ 
sian reply, despite Soviet reports 
in Geneva that there was a 50-50 
chance Moscow would accept. 
The committee, therefore, is to 
meet again tomorrow to continue 
drafting Its report to the assembly 
based on the Finns* demands for 
all the material help league mem­ 
bers can give. 
Jose Caero Da 
Matta, 
Portuguese delegate, is 
chairman of the committee. 
During the day’s negotiations it 
became apparent that Great Bri­ 
tain was assuming leadership in 
the league. 
British sources went so far as 
to say that lf Moscow refused to 
cease hostilities and accept league 
mediation, the British-French al­ 
lies would support the Argentine 
move to oust Russia from the 
league and give Finland the aid 
she asked. 
Delegate Applauded 
Holsti, the white-haired Finnish, 
delegate, drew heavy applause 
from nearly all the delegates from 
40 nations when he made his dra­ 
matic plea for aid to Finland. 
“We cannot protect the Finnish 
people against aggression, bullets, 
hand granades and gas with Inter­ 
national resolutions,” he declared. 
(Moscow has denied Finnish 
charges that the Russians have 
used gas in the invasion of Fin­ 
land.)

should be so 
phrased as to make It as clear as 
possible to the German people that

suggested 
in 
his 
speeches in the United States. 


This brief but clear-cut state­ 
ment of war aims sb'Mild be fol­ 
lowed by explicit English promi­ 
ses to lead in the complete re-or- 
ganizatlon of Europe so that it 
shall be again a civilized conti­ 
nent and not a lost one as at pres­ 
ent; that there shall be disarma­ 
ment, that there shall be economic 
disarmament as well, and a great 
move 
In 
the 
direction of free 
trade. 
England and France ought 
frankly to admit that there wero 
grave mistakes in the Treaty of 
Versailles, and give every assur­ 
ance in this document that they 
propose 
in 
tho 
next treaty of 
peace to avoid those errors. 


Then, this manifesto should be 
distributed throughout Germany 
as widely as possible, should be

That 
there 
will be enormous 
difficulty in getting the French to 
agree on such a programme, or at 
least ono of such moderation as to 
convince tho Germans that tho Al­ 
lies do not mean to destroy them, 
I cannot deny.

English People Calm, 
All Anxious for Peace 


BY OSWALD G. VILLARD 
London—It is a great satisfac­ 
tion to return to England after 
nearly six wrecks’ adsence and to 
find that the Enghsh people carry 
on 
as 
coolly 
and calmly and 
steadily as in tho early days of 
the war. 
There is no enthusiasm 
for it; no more than in Germany; 
but one does see bright and smil­ 
ing faces, 
hears laughter occa­ 
sionally, and sees people in tho 
restaurants really enjoying them­ 
selves. 
They are resigned and 
steeled for whatever comes, and 
they are not unduly shocked by 
tho tremendous number of sink­ 
ings that have taken place be­ 
cause of the* new German mines 
which, whether rightly or wrong­ 
ly, are called “magnetic mines.” 
But there can be no doubt of 
tho growing bitterness of the war 
in the method of its being carried 
on. 
England retorts to the mines 
by seizing German exports, which 
means additional terrible losses to 
the little neutral countries that 
are 
being 
crushed between the 
belligerent 
nations. 
Germany 
then rejoins with the announce­ 
ment that it will make the seas so 
terribly dangerous that no neu­ 
tral 
ship 
will dare to venture 
abroad. 
And so it goes on, and 
will continue to go on, for Ger­ 
many will stop at nothing, and 
the English, 
true to precedent, 
will follow them down the scale 
of warfare as fast as they can. 
At least, It is said bore, those 
events, 
and 
the sporadic flying 
over England and some of the 
outlying 
islands, 
arc useful in 
making people realize that there 
is a war, but events have not yet 
gone far enough to make the Eng­ 
lish hate. 
An officer on leave, 
who cam© up to London the other 
day, solemnly announced to his 
startled friends that Hitler was 
going to win 
this wrar. 
When 
pressed for his reason for saying 
this, he replied: “Nobody in the 


British army hates the Germans, 
and you can’t win a war unless 
you hate.” 
If that is the case, 
this war ought to be a stalemate, 
fo- the German masses and, I be­ 
lieve, the German soldiers, are not 
yet 
hating 
England, and many 
never will, however vicious and 
bloody the methods to which the 
belligerents may stoop. 
So far as tho British Govern­ 
ment is concerned, however, it lr: 
evident that it is loaning more 
and more to the “bitter end” poli­ 
cy. 
Its members aro determined 
not to treat with Germany as long 
as its Government is headed by 
Hitler. 
This is a dreadfully seri­ 
ous position to take. 
It means 
that the British Government may 
be putting itself in a position from 
which it may find it very difficult 
to withdraw later on if the prog­ 
ress of the war makes it necessary 
to do so. 
Having just been in 
Germany, and having seen how 
the masses are aching for peace, 
I regret the British Government's 
taking this position. 
I fear that it may rally to Hit­ 
ler the sympathy of many people 
in Germany who are today utterly 
opposed to the Nazi policies. They 
are certain to say that England 
and France have no light what­ 
ever to dictate who shall or shall 
not rule in Germany. 
Millions of 
Germans admire Hitler for one 
trait or achievement or another, 
even when they do not swallow 
his program. 
These will prompt­ 
ly rally to him. 
It means, there­ 
fore, 
that 
we are hack to the 
“knock-out blow” policy of 1910- 
18, and the consequences may he 
very severe for the whole world. 
To me the great need of the 
hour seems to he a short, concise 
restatement of British war aims, 
without recrimination and with­ 
out again rehearsing the reasons 
why England and Franco entered 
the war, which is no longer nec­ 
essary, 
because 
those 
reasons 


have been stated again and again. 
This 
re-statement 
should be so 
phrased as to make it as clear as 
possible to the German people that 
a is a lie when the German news­ 
papers say that England is bent 
on smashing Germany, and then 
ividing her up, as Alfred Duff 
Cooper 
has 
suggested 
in 
his 
speeches in the United States. 
This brief but clear-cut state­ 
ment of war aims should be fol­ 
lowed by explicit English promi­ 
ses to lead in the complete re-or- 
ganization of Europe so that it 
shall be again a civilized conti­ 
nent and not a lost one as at pres­ 
ent; that there shall be disarma­ 
ment, that there shall he economic 
disarmament as well, and a great 
move 
in 
the 
direction of free 
trade. 
England and France ought 
frankly to admit that there were 
grave mistakes in the Treaty of 
Versailles, and give every assur­ 
ance in this document that they 
propose 
in 
the 
next treaty of 
peace to avoid those errors. 
Then, this manifesto should he 
distributed throughout Germany 
as widely as possible, should be 
advertised in German in the news­ 
papers of the adjoining neutral 
states, and should be mailed into 
Germany from the neutral coun­ 
tries to all possible people, all of 
this to prevent Hitler’s suppress­ 
ing it. 
If 
this 
were 
done, it 
would 
help 
the 
movement for 
peace 
and 
against Hitlerism in 
Germany as nothing else could, 
and it would he the best possible 
answer to the vicious Hitler anti- 
English propaganda. 
That 
there 
will he enormous 
difficulty in getting the French to 
agree on such a programme, or at 
least one of such moderation as to 
convince the Germans that tho Al­ 
lies do not mean to destroy them, 
I cannot deny. 
It seems to me 
that the peace, whenever It comes, 
whether now, or In two or four 
years, will he harder to negotiate 
than that of 1919. No more than 
then is there unity of opinion in 
Great 
Britain 
as 
to what the 
peace objectives should he, and 
the reorganization after the war 
will 
ho 
far 
more 
difficult to 
achieve.

Relief Troubles 


T 
HR spectiiclo ot 12,000 persons drop­ 
ped from the relief rolls in ClevelHnd, 
many of them not knowing where to turn 
for food, and of 46,000 
other 
families 
hubsistinK on reduced rations, oxontplifien 
tho pressure put on American cities by tho 
redurlion last spring of appropriationH for 
federal unemployment relief, the 
Chris­ 
tian Science Monitor states in an editorial. 


Tho reduction was applauded, 
and 
it 
yet can be absorbed with Ronerally salut­ 
ary effects if slalt's and ritie.s make adjust­ 
ments to It. The adjustments 
may 
be 
numerous and serious, but they can 
be 
made, and relief adntinistratlon 
Mhould 
jrain In economy and efficiency by being 
brought closer home. There may bo places 
where local resoiirces are not enough, but 
for the most part relief costs have to be 
raised from the towns and cities 
whero 
they are spent. This is better recognized If 
the tax money is collected by tho town it­ 
self than if it goes by way of Washing­ 
ton or the State capital. 


But cities generally havo only the re­ 
sources of real estate taxation and most of 
them long since have over-burdened that 
source of revenue. In Cleveland, 
Mayor 
Harold H. Burton demands that Gov. John 
W. Bricker call a special session 
of 
the 
8iate Legislature to give the city addition­ 
al taxing power. The State 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce supports Governor Bricker 
In 
the assertion that the city, which is rela­ 
tively well situated 
financially 
among 
American citier, has not 
exhausted 
its 
present resources. 


But Cincinnati and Toledo now are also 
railing upon the Slate

Ono 
heard nothing of this until 4 8 hours 
be­ 
fore the Russian legions marched. 


The Invasion of Finland presents to the 
world less of an excuse than any of 
tho 
others. Coming last. It redoubles tho sym­ 
pathy felt for all the conquered cottntrles 
whose greatest sin seems to have been that 
they were small and weak. 


People aro cold, hungry, and desolute In 
Finland, forced to fleo from their homes, 
and to huddle against the bitter 
winter. 
Former Preslder.t H erbert Hoover, 
whose 
long and effective service in Belgium and 
Near East relief during the World W ar 
has never been forgotten, has taken 
the 
lead in raising a fund to bo sont to 
the 
relief of the Finns. I'’ortunateIy, 
needed 
medical supplies, food, and clothing 
aro 
available In nearby Norway and Sweden, 
and can be furnished fjuickly, whenever 
tho money is raised.

Washington— Stenio Vincent, charming

Twenties. 


When President Borno departed 
from 
Haiti, the U. S. Marine Corps band, seren­ 
ading him on the dock, 
play 
"Bye-Bye, 
Blackbird." 


Later when President Borno passed Gov­ 
ernor's Island, New York, the U. S. Army 
failed to roar the required 21-gun salute. 
The oversight— If It was an oversight — 
almost caused an International 
Incident, 
and General Charles P. Summerall, a 
na­ 
tive of Florida and commander of Gover­ 
nor’s Island, got the blame. 


Summerall, who badly wanted 
to 
be­ 
come Chief of Staff, found that a I^leuten- 
ant William W. O’Connor, son of a New 
York policeman and with an aversion 
to 
gentlemen of color, had failed to fire the 
salute, and demanded 
his 
resignation. 
However, Colonel James T. Watson, com­ 
mander of the battery, took 
the 
blame, 
though later he was acquitted by a court 
martial. 


When President Borno sailed back 
to 
Haiti General Summerall himself stood be­ 
side the guns to sec that the salute 
was 
given. And as the vessel passed the Statue 
of Liberty, tho lieutenant gave the order 
to fire. 


But the gun missed— a faulty shell. The 
second gun was ordered to fire. It missed. 
Then, before they could be unloaded, both 
guns went off simultaneously. 


Note— Despite all this. General Summer- 
all got his appointment as Chief of 
Staff. 
Ono of the first things he did 
was 
to 
bring about the retirem ent 
of 
Colonel 
Watson for "disability in line of duty. ”

State Parks Draw 
H 
OW 1ho public appreciates 
tho 
parks 
th a t have been set aside and developed 
for its enjoym ent is revealed in the 
re ­ 
port issued by the conservation 
d ep art­ 
ment, revealing that 
8.500,000 
persons 
visited the 56 recreational areas in 
the 
state in 1039. This represents an increase 
of more than a half 
million 
over 
last 
y e a r ’s figure. 
In recent 
years, 
park 
im provements 
have been made to keep pace with modern 
trends in outdoor recreation. Accommoda­ 
tions for trailers have been Installed, in­ 
cluding electric service. 
Beach 
facilities 
also have been increased. 
State parks like the J. W. Wells, Indian 
J^ake and Palms-Book have done much to 
m a k e the Upper Peninsula more attractive 
to visitors. At the same time, these parks 
have been used extensively by local resi­ 
dents. 
While the upkeep of these 
parks 
re­ 
quires considerable money, 
the 
benefits 
t h a t accrue in healthful outd oor recreation 
and tourist revenues certainly m ake the in­ 
vestm ent worthwhile. 


Relief Troubles 
T 
H E spectacle of 12,000 persons d r o p ­ 
ped from the relief rolls in Cleveland, 
m a n y of them not knowing w here to turn 
for food, and of 46.000 
other 
families 
subsisting on reduced rations, exemplifies 
th e pressure put on American cities by the 
reduction last spring of appropriations for 
federal unemployment relief, the 
C hris­ 
tian Science Monitor states in an editorial. 
The reduction was applauded, 
and 
it 
j e t can be absorbed with generally sa lu t­ 
ary effects if states and cities make a d j u s t ­ 
m ents to it. The adju stm e n ts 
may 
he 
num e rous and serious, hut they ra n 
he 
made, and relief adm inistration 
should 
gain In economy and efficiency by being 
brought d o s e r home. There may he places 
w here local resources are not enough, hut 
for the most part relief costs have to he 
raised from the towns and cities 
where 
they are spent. This is better recognized if 
the tax money is collected by th e town it­ 
self than if it goes by way of W ash in g ­ 
ton or the State capital. 
But cities generally have only the r e ­ 
sources of real estate taxation and most of 
I hem long since have over-burdened th a t 
source of revenue. In Cleveland, 
Mayor 
H arold H. Burton dem ands that Gov. John 
\V. Bricker call a special session 
of 
the 
State Legislature to give the city add itio n ­ 
al taxing power. The State 
C h a m b e r 
of 
Commerce supports Governor Bricker 
in 
the assertion th at th e city, which is rela­ 
tively well situated 
financially 
am ong 
American citier, has not 
exhausted 
its 
present resources. 
But Cincinnati and Toledo now are also 
railing upon the State 
to 
match 
their 
lun d s for relief, and the situation is co m ­ 
plicated by 
a 
long-standing 
home-rule 
light by Ohio cities against a State l e g i s ­ 
lature in which the rural districts 
have 
more than their proportional share of rep- 
j esentation. 
These and other complications must he 
expected in the movement to place u n e m ­ 
ployment relief adm inistration more large- 
Ij back upon local units. They are partly 
the reasons why the Federal Government 
had to take over responsibility for the re­ 
lief problem in the first place. 
But 
the 
problems of decentralization can be solved 
and they should he, as rapidly as possible. 
Belief should be organized on a permanent 
r a th e r 
than a tem porary and Improvised 
basts. 
This permanent organization, when 
it 
comes probably will take the form of Fed- 
• val aid to State and local relief adrainis- 
n a t i o n , with the Federal Government su p­ 
plying a sufficient body of standards to in­ 
sure adequacy and with local governments 
supplying enough of the funds to recognize 
that the cost is a m atte r of consequence to 
them. Until such a basic program is set 
up, such situations as that in 
Cleveland 
m u st be met as best they can within the 
existing framew ork. 


Aid for Finns 
T 
HE dread story of people blasted from 
their homes, forced to 
take 
to 
the 
roads to escape death from the sky, desti­ 
tute. homeless' and starving 
before 
the 
blast of foreign aggression, is an all-too- 
famlllar story these days. It was told in 
Ethiopia, in Manchuria, in Spain, in Al­ 
bania, in Czechoslovakia, in Poland. It is 
being told again in Finland. 
Somehow 
in 
the 
heroic stand being 
made by little Finland the whole h o rro r of 
all thpse atrocities is distilled. 
It 
co m ­ 
bi nes the most repugnant featu res of all of 
them. 
Was Finland, like Ethiopia, a b a r b a r ­ 
ous, uncivilized wilderness? No. 
It 
was 
one of the most civilized countries of E u ­ 
rope. 
Was Finland, like Spain, torn by civil 
strife? No, the government was 
orderly 
and democrat ie. 
W as Finland, like Czechoslovakia 
and 
Poland, holding down by force a trouble­ 
some 
racial minority problem? No. 
One 
heard 
nothing of this until 48 hours be­ 
fore the Russian legions marched. 
The invasion of Finland presents to the 
world less of an excuse than any of 
the 
others. Coming last, it redoubles the s y m ­ 
pathy 
felt for all the conquered 
countries 
whose greatest sin seems to have 
been th a t 
they were small and weak. 
People aro cold, hungry, and desolate in 
Finland, forced to flee from their homes 
and to huddle against the hitter 
winter. 
Form e r P re sident H erbert Hoover, 
whose 
long and effective service in Belgium and 
Near E as t relief durin g the W orld War 
haa never been forgotten, has tak en 
the 
lead in raising a fund to be se nt to 
the 
relief of the Finns. F ortunately, 
needed 
medical supplies, food, and clothing 
are 
available in nearby Norway and Sweden, 
and can he furnis hed quickly, whenever 
the money is railed.

Haiti, the U. S. Marine Corps band, seren­ 
ading him on the dock,

"Bye-Bye, 
Blackbird.” 
L ater w’hen President Borno passed Gov­ 
e r n o r ’s Island, New York, the U. S. A rm y 
failed to ro ar the required 21-gun salute. 
The oversight— if it was an oversight — 
alm ost caused an international 
incident, 
and General Charles P. Summerall, a 
n a ­ 
tive of Florida and co m m a n d e r of Gover­ 
n o r ’s Island, got the blame. 
Summerall, who badly w anted 
to 
be­ 
come Chief of Staff, found th a t a Lie uten­ 
an t W’illiam W. O’Connor, son of a New 
York policeman and with an aversion 
to 
gentlemen of color, had failed to fire th e 
salute, and dem anded 
his 
resignation. 
However, Colonel Ja m es T. Watson, com­ 
m a n d e r of the battery, took 
the 
blame, 
though la ter he was acquitted by a court 
martial. 
W hen President Borno sailed back 
to 
Haiti General Summerall himself stood be­ 
side the guns to see th a t the salute 
was 
given. And as the vessel passed the S tatue 
of Liberty, the lieutenant gave th e order 
to fire. 
But the gun missed— a faulty shell. The 
second gun was ordered to fire. It missed. 
Then, before they could be unloaded, both 
guns w ent off simultaneously. 
Note— Despite all this, General Sumiuer- 
all got his appointm ent as Chief of 
Staff. 
One of the first things he did 
was 
to 
bring about the retire m ent 
of

Watson for "disability in line of d u ty.”

assorted flavors. (Omit licorice) 
aiethod: 
Beat the eggs thor­ 
oughly, add the sugar and water. 
Beat again. 
Sift flour, salt and 
ciunamon and sprinkle a little of 
it over the gumdrops.

Rev. Scheringer Heard 
By Local Rotary 
Club 


An analysis of the ethics of war 
and a plea to educate for peace 
was contained in an address deliv­ 
ered before the Gladstone Rotary 
club yesterday noon by the Rev. 
Fr. Joseph Scheringer, pastor of 
St. Charles Catholic 
church 
at 
Rapid River. 
War was defined by the pastor 
as conflict between soverign pow'- 
era with use of force. 
Just wan 
were said to be those of defense 
for example where a 
nation 
ia 
forced to defend its borders, while 
wars of aggression or where na­ 
tions 
attempted 
to 
sieze 
that 
which does not belong to them are 
in the minds 
of 
most 
persons 
classed as unjust wars. 
Regardless of cause, war should 
be used only as a last resort, medi­ 
ation, arbitration, conciliation and 
other mediums of settling the dif­ 
ferences being exhausted 
before 
actual use of force, according to 
the belief expressed by the speak­ 
er. 
The casualness with which many 
consider and apeak of war wa* de­ 
cried by the pastor. He said there 
was little or no reason why 
this 
nation should become embroiled 
in conflict and urged that an edu­ 
cational program for peace be car­ 
ried out by groups and clubs.

supreme court ruled 
today that 


evidence obtained by wire-tapping 
cannot be used in federal prosecu- 
tions but did not discuss the ethi- 
cal grounds that formed the basis 
of famous dissents by 
Justices 


Holmes and Brandeis 
when 
the 


practice was upheld in the prohi- 
bition era. 
It dealt solely with 
interpreta- 


tion of a law passed since those 
ilavs—the 
federal 
communica- 


tions act of 1934—which says: 


"No person not being authoriz- 


ed by the sender shall intercept 
any communication and divulge or 
publish 
the 
existence, contents, 


substance, purport, effect or mean- 
ing of such intercepted communi- 
cation to any person." 


No State Limitations 


Since the law was designed to 


regulate interstate 
communica- 


lions, the government 
contended 


ihat the wire-tapping ban, known 
as "Section 605," applied only to 
Mich messages and not 
to tele- 


phone calls taking place entirely 
vdthin one state. 


But the decision, 
by 
Justice 


Roberts, held "that the broad and 
inclusive language of the x x s 
section 
is 
not to be limited by 


construction so as to exclude ia- 
trastate communications from the 
protection, 
against 
interception 


and divulgence." 


The decision added that since 


"congress has power, when neces- 
sary for the protection 
of inter- 


state commerce, to regulate intra- 
state transactions, there is no con- 
stitutional requirement that the 
scope of the statute be limited so 
as-"to ^exclude, intrastate. cpm- 
m'uniCRtiong;" 


Conviction Reversed 


The decision was rendered,in a 


case involving three New Yorkers 
-^•Joseph J. Weiss, a lawyer; Mar- 
tin Gross, an investigator; and Dr. 
Maximilian Goldstein, physician— 
who were convicted with others of 
using the mails to defraud insur- 
ance 
companies. 
For 
several 


months postal inspectors had their 
telephone wires tapped, recording 
the conversations. 


The supreme court held inter- 


state wire-tapping illegal in 1937 
in a case involving three other 
New Yorkers — Frank Carmine 
Nardone, Nathan W. Hoffman and 
Robert Gottfried—who were con- 
victed of smuggling alcohol. 


This case came up again today 


as a result of their second trial 
and conviction, at which the gov- 
ernment refrained from using the 
text of the intercepted telephone | 
conversations but introduced evi- 
dence obtained as a result of the 
wire-tapping.

tion to return to England after 
nearly six weeks' adsence and to 
find that the Engl-sh people carry 
on as coolly and calmly and 
steadily as in the early days of 
the war. There is no enthusiasm 
for it; no more than in Germany; 
but one does see bright and smil- 
ing faces, hears laughter occa- 
sionally, and sees people in the 
restaurants really enjoying them- 
selves. 
They are resigned and 


steeled for whatever comes, and 
they are not unduly shocked by 
the tremendous number of sink- 
ings that have taken place be- 
cause of the, new German mines 
which, whether rightly or wrong- 
ly, are called "magnetic mines." 


But there can be no doubt of 


the growing bitterness of the war 
in the method of its being carried 
on. England retorts to the mines 
by seizing German exports, which 
means additional terrible losses to 
the little neutral countries that 
are being crushed between the 
belligerent 
nations. 
Germany 


then rejoins with the announce- 
ment that it will make the seas so 
terribly dangerous that no neu- 
tral 
ship 
will dare to venture 


abroad. And so it goes on, and 
vill continue to go on, for Ger- 
nauy will stop at nothing, and 
he English, true to precedent, 
vill follow them down the scale 
)f warfare as fast as they can. 


At least, it is said here, these 


events, and the sporadic flying 
over England and some of the 
outlying 
islands, 
are useful in 


uaking people realize that there 
s a war, but events have not yet 
;one far enough to make the Eng- 
lish hale. An officer on leave, 
who came up to London the other 
day, 
solemnly announced to his 


startled friends that Hitler was 
going to win this war. When 
pressed for his reason for saying

Hitler. This is a dreadfully seri- 
ous position to takr. 
It means 


that the British Government may 
be putting itself in a position from 
which it may find it very difficult 
to withdraw later on if the prog- 
ress of the war makes it necessary 
to do so. 
Having jnst been in 


Germany, and having seen how 
the masses are aching for peace, 
I regret the British Government's 
taking this position. 


I fear that it may rally to Hit- 


ler the sympathy of many people 
iu Germany who are today utterly 
opposed to the Nazi policies. They 
are certain to say that England 
and France have no right what- 
ever to dictate who shall or shall 
not rule in Germany. Millions of 
Germans admire Hitler for one 
trait or achievement or another, 
even when they do not swallow 
his program. These will prompt- 
ly rally to him. It means, there- 
fore, 
that 
we are hack to the 


"knock-out blow" policy of 1916- 
1S, and the consequences may be 
very severe for the whole world. 


To me the great need of the 


hour seems to be a short, concise 
restatement of British war aims, 
without recrimination and with- 
out again rehearsing the reasons 
why England and France entered 
the war, which is no longer nee- 


have been stated again and again. 
This re-statement should be so 
phrased as to make it as clear as 
possible to the German people that 
»• is a lie when the German news- 
papers say that England is bent 
on smashing Germany, and then 
."ividing her up, as Alfred Duff 
Cooper has 
suggested 
in 
his 


speeches in the United States. 


This brief but clear-cut state- 


ment of war aims sh-'uld be fol- 
lowed by explicit English promi- 
ses to lead in the complete re-or- 
ganization of Europe so that it 
shall be again a civilized conti- 
nent and not a lost one as at pres- 
ent; that there shall be disarma- 
ment, that there shall be economic 
disarmament as well, and a great 
move 
in 
the 
direction of free 


trade. England and France ought 
frankly to admit that there were 
grave mistakes in the Treaty of 
Versailles, and give every assur- 
ance in this document that they 
propose 
in 
the 
next treaty of

Then, this manifesto should he 


distributed throughout Germany 
as widely as possible, should be 
advertised in German in the news- 
papers of the adjoining neutral 
states, and should be mailed into 
Germany from the neutral coun- 
tries to all possible people, all of 
this to prevent Hitler's suppress- 
ing it.

HE dread story of people blasted from 
their homes, forced to 
take to 
the 


roads to escape death from the sky. desti- 
tute, homeless^ and starving before

Relief Troubles 


/•pHE spectacle of 12,000 persons drop- 
-*• ped from the relief rolls in Cleveland, 
many of them not knowing where to turn 
for food, and of 46.000 
other 
families 


subsisting on reduced rations, exemplifies 
the pressure put on American cities by the 
reduction last spring of appropriations for 
federal unemployment relief, the 
Chris- 


tian Science Monitor states in an editorial. 


The reduction was applauded, and 
it 


yet can be absorbed with generally salut- 
ary effects if states and cities make adjust- 
ments to it. The adjustments may 
be 


numerous and serious, but they can 
be 


made, and relief administration should 
gain In economy and efficiency by being 
brought closer home. There may bo places 
where local resources are not enough, but 
for the most part relief costs have to be 
raised from the towns and cities 
where 


they are spent. This is better recognized if 
the tax money is collected by the town it- 
self than if it goes by way of Washing- 
Ion or the State capital. 


But cities generally have only the re- 


sources of real estate taxation and most of 
them long since have over-burdened that 
source of revenue. In Cleveland, Mayor 
Harold H. Burton demands that Gov. John 
W. Bricker call a special session 
of 
the 


State Legislature to give the city addition- 
al taxing power. The State 
Chamber 
of 


Commerce supports Governor Bricker in 
(he assertion that the city, which is rela- 
tively well situated 
financially 
among 


American cities, has not 
exhausted 
its 


present resources. 


But Cincinnati and Toledo now are also 


railing upon the State 
to 
match their 


funds for relief, and the situation is com- 
plicated by 
a 
long-standing 
home-rule 


light by Ohio cities against a State Legis- 
lature in which the rural districts have 
more than their proportional share of rep- 
resentation. 


These and other complications must be 


o.xpected in the movement to place unem- 
ployment relief administration more large- 
ly back upon local units. They are partly 
the reasons why the Federal Government 
had to take over responsibility for the re- 
lief problem in the first place. 
But 
the 


problems of decentralization can be solved 
?.nd they should be. as rapidly as possible. 
Keliet should be organized on a permanent 
rather 
than a temporary and improvised I 


basis. 


This permanent organization, when

come?, probably will take the form of Fed- 
eral aid to S;?.te and local relief adminis- 
tration, with the Foijeral Government sup- 
plying a sufficient body of standards to in- 
sure adequacy and with local governments 
j-upp'.yir.g enough of the funds to recopr.ize 
i nut the cost is a matter of consequence to 
them. Until such a basic program is set 
"up. such situations as thai in 
Cleveland 


must be met as V-st they can within the 
existing framework.

ant William W. O'Connor, sou of a New 
York policeman and with an aversion 
to 


gentlemen of color, had failed to fire the 
salute, and demanded 
his 
resignation. 


However, Colonel James T. Watson, com- 
mander of the battery, took 
the 
blame, 


though later he was acquitted by a court 
martial. 


When President Borno sailed back 
to 


Haiti General Sumiuerall himself stood be- 
side the guns to see that the salute 
was 


given. And as the vessel passed the Statue 
of Liberty, the lieutenant gave the order 
to fire. 


But the guu missed—a faulty shell. The 


second gun was ordered to fire. It missed. 
Then, before they could be unloaded, both 
guns went off simultaneously.
